Planting Prevents Jungles 

One can do wonders with flowers 
alone, but still more amazing results 
will follow when we combine flowers 
skillfully with grass, winding walks, 
shrubbery and bits of stone work. In 
this combining, however, we must 
take care not to reproduce a jungle. 
A little preliminary planning and a 
rough sketch drawn approximately to 
stale will help wonderfully. Flowers 
and shrubbery must not be so crowd- 
ed that théey become spindly and 
weak. 

Little flowers must not be hidden 
by tall things like full size marigolds, 
cosmos or zinnias. Beds must be s0 
arranged that we can keep down the 
weeds and remove fading foliage. 
Above all, we must remember that 
unless we are very skilful, it is best 
to use a fair amount of lawn as a 
foreground for our flowers. Lawns 
are almost vital in creating garden 
pictures.

Dominion government figures for 
1938 credit Saskatchewan with hav- 
ing only 28.8 deaths from tuberculosis 
per 100,000 people, Canada’s average 
was 54.6. This, of course, is a splen- 
did improvement in the last decade, 
ten years ago there being over 80 
deaths per 100,000 people. 

If the low rate for Saskatchewan 
had applied to all Canada in 19386 
there would have been only 3,233 
deaths. instead of the actual number 
of 6,122. 

When it is considered that the 
Canadian rate is only one quarter of 
what it was at the turn of the cen- 
tury, an achievement of which this 
country may be proud, those who are 
specializing in the fight against tub- 
erculosis may well feel justified in 
working toward the objective of se- 
curing a Dominion average equal to 
Saskatchewan's. 

This would, naturally, mean that 
some provinces might even excel Sas- 
katchewan’s record—perhaps Saskat- 
chewan itself—-and to prove that even
